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Detailed Action 

This is the second Office Action corresponding to arguments filed June 5, 2008. 
The application contains 1 1 claims. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Turner (Pat No 1,883,834). 

The patent to Turner discloses all the elements recited here, namely: receiving means 
(23), engaging means (11) and an opening (11). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

Claims 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Turner. A modem having ventilation holes is known in the art, and such a modem is 
capable of being supported by the device shown by Turner. As to claim 1 1, no specific 
manufacturing steps are recited in the claim. The claim only states that the engaging 
device of the instant invention can by fabricated by molding using a single mould, but so 
is the device shown by Turner. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features 
of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Gems, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Claim 1 only recites a 
receiving means and an engaging means. The housing is not part of the claimed 
invention. As to claim 9, an electronic device is known, and can be used with the device 
disclosed by Turner.
